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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Claims 24-27, 29, 31, 33-39, and 40-63 are withdrawn from furtlier consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, tliere being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on July 30, 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Avrahami 
(US 6,148,232).

The Avrahami patent shows in figure 4, a device for ablating the stratum 
corneum epiderminis (the superficial layer of the epidermis) comprising a plurality of 
electrodes which are adapted to be applied to the skin of the subject at respective 
points and a power source which is adapted to apply electrical energy between two or 
more of the plurality of electrodes. Importantly, the apparatus is capable of performing 
the steps of positioning an active electrode adjacent to or near a target site on a 
patient's outer skin and applying sufficient high frequency voltage to the active electrode 
to remove the stratum corneum without removing the entire epidermis layer. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2-12 and 13-23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Avrahami (US 6,148,232). The cited patent discloses the steps of positioning an 
active electrode adjacent to or near a target site on a patient's outer skin and applying 
sufficient high frequency voltage to the active electrode to remove the stratum corneum 
without removing the entire epidermis layer. Avrahami does not expressly disclose the 
step of maintaining the temperature of the second layer at a temperature less than 50 
degrees Celsius. 

In column 1, lines 43-47, the specification suggests that local ablation occurs at 
120 degrees centigrade. Accordingly, for a person of ordinary skill in the art, it would 
have been "obvious to try" various power levels to achieve temperature ranges lower 
than 1 20 degrees centigrade in order to protect deeper layers of the skin while 
simultaneously removing the stratum corneum. 

In relation to the use of electrically conductive fluid, the cited patent discloses the 
use of an electrically-conductive dissolving element wherein at least one of the plurality 
electrodes is coupled to the electrically-conductive dissolving element with a dissolving 
rate generally proportional to the current level.
